An Old Recipe 


One cup milk; two tablespoons 


cornstarch; one and one half cups 
cottage chsese rubbed through a 
sieve; one teaspoon nutmeg; two 
yolks of eggs; one teaspoon van- 
illa; two-thirds cup sugar. 


Stir the starch into the milk 


and heat in an enamsled sauce- 
pan until it boils; boil five min- 
utes then add the other ingredi- 
ents mixed well together. Beat all 
together until creamy. Then pour 
in a loaf cake pan which has been 
lined with pie pastry. Bake in a 
slow oven (300 degrees) for thirty 
minutes. 


Rich Cheese Cake 


One cup shortening; 
one cup 


powdered

Having completed the model of his Rainbow Memorial Arch after 15 years of labor, George Gray Barnard, 
world-famous sculptor, is now facing another eight years' work of transforming his masterpiece into marble 
and erecting it on a suitable site. If there is any difficulty in obtaining such a site, Barnard intends to tear 
down his own home on Washington Heights, New York, and place the arch there. The gigantic memorial 
is composed of an arch 60 feet wide, through which may be seen a vista of Flanders Fields. The arch is 
flanked on either side by groups of figures depicting soldiers and refugees from war. Over the arch there 
is a rainbow, which will be carried out in colored mosaic. The sculptor defrayed the entire expense of tho 
work from his own funds, triumphing over many obstacles, including eviction from his studio, during its 


creation. The magnitude of the memorial may be gauged .from size of man in picture.
